AN EXPERIENCE THAT MAY BECOME
BIGNIFICANT.

Bome years ago, in San Francisco, one

mavy revolver. The provocation to the crime
was an article in the Keening Bulletin, of
svhich the murdered man was editor, and
which reflected upon a misdeed of which
Cmaﬁhld been guilty. Now, the _peoplv of
Ban Franciseo knew very well that if brought
fo trial in the ordinary way the murderer
would escape; for he was closely allied with
the numerous and influential body of thieves,
phoulder-strikers and ballot-box stuffers who
mt that time reigned snpreme in the Golden
City, whose representatives sat on its boenoh,
pontrolled its treasury, held the koys
of its jail, and even wielded its constabulary
pBtaves., Co nently, after briefly reflooting
mpon the peculiarities of the situation, and
morely outraged that ome of the purest and
pest of their number should have been slain
fliko a dog for doing what he believed to be
his duty, the citizens of Ban Francisco rose
in their might, forced the prison where Casoy
was confined, and summarily hung him—
wery much to his own astonishment and that
of his friends. The magistrate who officiated
on this oceasion was, of course, Judge Lynch,
mnd the jurors and executioners were the
Famous Vigilance Committee. Now, this was
pontrary to law, but it was not contrary to
order. It was at a time when no man’s life
pnd no man's property were safo in San
Francisco from the assnssin and the brigand,
fAn organized band of plunderers, not
mltogether unlike onr own New York
*ring," who kept in their pay nearlyall the
Pbad characters of the city, rode rough-shod
over the whole of the rest of the community,
The merchants and other men of business
swere too much engrossed with their own
mffairs to pay attention to municipal, or, in-
gleod, to any other duties, Hence Lhin%n went
mnchecked from bad to worse. The dis-

rs of justice purveyed that commodity
tom the bench, lawyers used their clients'
pocrets to enrich themselves and cheated them
pight and left without fear of public opinion,
blers decoyed people into their dens,
ugged, robbed and tumbled them into the
ptreet, and society was fast sinking into a
Etate of ferocious barbarism. Dead men were
Found lying in the gray of the dawn in the
itters, or floating about among the wharves.
Eespemdoeu who belonged to the San
Franeisoco ring of the period knocked down
pnd trampled upon unhappy outsiders with
whom they disagreed, and laughed at the
Ndea of retribution. The Vigilance Commit-
Ree had risen once befoxe, but its deeds had
Been forgotten. Impunity seemed to stimu-
Rate ruffianism into a sort of craze. The fever
of dare-devil rascality rose higher and higher.
Peculation developed into unconcealed rob-
Pbery, and still the patient public endared.
JBut when unpunished assaults on the person
gleveloped into open murder, the temper of
fhe community could bear suppression no
Ronger. It broke flercely forth, and the gal-
Bows-tree of Casey was not only the expiator
of his own crime, but the token of popular
wwrath over a long roll of outrages that had
Eone before,

We submit that it is a fitting occasion for
£he people of New York to ponder with se-
Friousness upon the significance of the San
Francisco Vigilance Committee, not with a
wiew of imitating it, but to take warning by
Mts example. There is a manifest distinction
between seeking to adopt and seeking to
mvoid the occasion for so terrible a remedy.
Dur readers do not need to be told in what
::ﬂ)eela the foregoing narrative finds its

ufdgy in the New York of to-day. Nor
would any good end be cbtained by the exag-

eration that should represent things to be as
Eld here a8 they once were in San Francisco.
Hoappily this is not the case; but there are
points of similarity, such as justify grave
gpprehension. The people are used to
g robbed by their unfaithful servants,
mnd are perhaps not ready to fly to despe-
rate measures to remedy that. Buat promis-
ouous assassination or the ocustom of way-
laying men in the streets, with intent to
mutilate or murder them, is unlikely to be
fong relished among ourselves to-day, any
mere than it was on the Pacific twenty yenrs
mgo. If public property is not to be pro-
tectod, it may be taken for granted that
public safety must be. But what becomes of
ublic safety if the dastardly assaults that
ve recently so fearfully multiplied are to
o on not nnpunished alone, but undetected ?
El bravos like those who attacked Mr. Eaton
esoape, who among us is safe, and whose life,
limb, or reason may be destroyed next?
The laws forbid us to carry concealed
sveapons, but the laws are made for men
mnd not men for the laws, and we can
bardly blame people for relying on self-
protectionif there 18 to be no other. 'Wae say
mothing about the motives, whether obvious
or concealed, for the tiger-like attacks which
we bave again and again recorded—the Intest
havivg occurred no further back than Satur-
day might, Regardless of these motives the
rpetrators should be tracked and dragged
z.?rth into the light of day, if a free use of
money or the utmost stretch of human in-
enuity can do it; and when found their pun-
hment should be swift and sure. There is
a fesling in the public mind that all is not
done that might be done for the detection of
fhe misereants who eommit, or what is worse,
wrho instigate these abowinable erimes; and
£ho authorities will be wise if they labor early
gaod late to remove that impression.

We tuke oocasion to say—for the present
iis an excellent time to aay it—that the public
wind bas not itself been in the best possible
Btate to repress through its own potential in-
#luence the abuses that have grown so giant-

Tho quh:)p.ﬂ of
the past and of the present, in rnaht?' and
fietion, from Bishop Hatto of the “‘rats”
down to Bishep Proudie of the “‘wife," if
not always gentle and winning entities, are
men of mark. There were Latimer and
Ridley, who came to grief at Oxford; and
Juxton, who stood by Charles Stuart at
Whitehall; and the troublesome seven gentle-
men who were tried; and the courtly,
gilver-tongned Atterbury, who had to run
for it; and the imperions Warburton; and
Horsely, whom Xord Thurlow swore he
would make a bishop and did; and Heber
of the hymns; and, in our day, Colenso of
the Pentatench, and Temple of the “‘Essays,”
and BSamuel, now of Winchester, whose
saponaceous nickname is so familiar, Then,
too, among ocisatlantic prelates of all com-
muniong, let us not forget onr own Hughes
and Mollvaine, whom Mr., Seward sent abroad
to arouse the church militant, in charge of
the great bishop-tamer, Mr, Thurlow Weed;
and Janes, who t!oﬁs the benediction for the
Vanderbilt statuary; and him of Philadelphia
—Simpson—whose glory it is, if the neces-

funde are raised, to be one of the figares
on the Lincoln monument, and to stand, in
bronze, at the feet of the Good Friday martyr.
In short, we like bishopa of all sorts, livin
and dead, black and white—'‘Elamites an
those from Mesopotamia;” and now for the
moral or meaning of this fit of episcopal en-
thusiasm, at which many of our readers may
wonder, Itis of the doings and sufferings
and ultimate trinmph of two rather darkish
bishops that we have now to write. Cyprian
of Carthage,who was of the same complexion,
bhad mot a much harder time than these mar-
tyrs of to-day, but did not, as they, come ont
victorious. We yet the narrative from a
source beyond suspicion.

THE BORDER CLAIMS,
From the Pottsville Miners' Journal,
They only ask repayment for thele actual losses of
property in possession; and whick It was the duty of
thels fellow-cltizens of Pittsburg and Philadelphia,
and all the balance of the State, to make safe aund
secure to them—Chanibersburg Repository,
The above sentence is from an article de-
fending the aﬁpmprialian asked for to pay
the people of the border counties for losses
sustained by Rebel raids. We do not lack
sympathy for the losses of these people, al-
though many of them sympathized with the
Rebel cause; but we are opposed to three or
four millions of dollars being taken from the
treasury of the State. Let them look to the
General Government for reimbursement. If
they bad turned out in 1863 en masse, and
resisted the invaders, in place of letting that
duty devolve upon a limited number of men
from this and other sections of the State,
their losses would not have been so great.
‘We will illustrate the craven or Rebel sympa-
thizing spirit which prevailed in the south-
ern section of the State at the time that Lee
invaded Pennsylvania, in 1863. It was in
the latter part of June, three or four days
before the battle of Gettysburg, The regi-
ment with which the writer was connected
was lying oEposite Columbia. The Rebsl
Enrly with a brigade was advancing down the
valley to the point held by a weak force of
men from the northern section of the Btate.
The object unquestionably was to seize the
bridge at that point, and control the passage
of the BSusquehanna. Columbia  was
vitally interested. The town was in
danger. The Colonel of the regiment went
to Columbia for assistance to strengthen
the point, and not a white man responded
to the appeal. A company of colored men
came and did their duty well to tha moment
when, on Sunday evening after a brisk skir-
mish in front of the left of the little line, and
the Colonel found that the Rebel brigade was
flanking his command, he ordered it to fall
back. Bince the time we witnessed this, and
saw men flying north with their horses and
other stock, leaving their wives and children
to the tender merecy of the Rebels, while men
from the eastern and northern seclions of the
State seemed to be the only ones in arms there
to defend them, we have felt but little sym-
patby for these people in their losses. We
do not believe in paying money out of the
